This 
session will feature another five-fox two-meter ARDF course with a fine map, plus some 
two-meter transmitters for beginners and an 80-meter transmitter. No pre-registration is 
necessary.

Asian-style Pork 
Balls 


Ingredients: 


1 pound ground pork 

3 tablespoons cracker crumbs 

1/4 cup finely chopped onion 

1 egg 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

Dash black pepper 

2 cups sliced celery 

2 cups sliced fresh mushrooms 

2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 

1 8-ounce can water chestnuts, drained and chopped 
1 8-ounce can bamboo shoots, drained 

1 6-ounce package frozen pea pods, blanched and drained 
1/2 teaspoon salt 


Cooking Directions: 


Combine ground pork, cracker crumbs, onion, egg, 1/2 teaspoon salt and 
pepper; mix well. Shape mixture into 24 balls (approximately 1 table- 
spoon each). Cook pork balls in large skillet until browned. Remove, 
and keep warm. Drain drippings. Add celery and cook over medium heat 3- 
4 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add mushrooms and Worcestershire 
sauce and continue cooking 1 minute, stirring constantly. Add water 
chestnuts, bamboo shoots and pea pods. Reduce heat to low; cover and 
cook 3-4 minutes. Sprinkle vegetables with 1/2 teaspoon salt, stirring 
to combine. Return pork balls to pan and cook until mixture is heated 
through, stirring gently.

City and County RACES members, plus radio amateurs from the Hospital Dis- 
aster Support Communications System (HDSCS), American Red 

Cross, CERT groups, radio clubs, etc., will participate in the Orange County 
California Citizen Corps Council (OQCCCCC) Volunteer Mutual Aid Drill 
(VMAD) on Saturday, September 15, and Sunday, September 16, 2007. We 
will need 66 radio amateurs, 33 each day of the drill. The drill will be held at 
the Orange County Sheriff's training facility on Katella Avenue in Orange. All 
radio amateurs with an interest in emergency communications are invited to 
participate. RACES membership is not required. 


The purpose of the drill is to facilitate the mutual-aid concept in the time of dis- 
aster and utilize all affiliated volunteers belonging to a Citizen Corps program 
such as CERT, VIPS, Neighborhood Watch, Fire Corps, Medical Reserve 
Corps, and RACES or affiliated program. Pre-registration of volunteers is re- 
quired. All communications volunteers must register through OCRACES Chief 
Radio Officer Ken Bourne, W6HK. Registration ends August 15, 2007, or as 
soon as 33 communications volunteers for each day have signed up, which- 
ever occurs first. The total number of Citizen Corps volunteers each day will 
exceed 240. 


Volunteers choose either Saturday or Sunday (not both days) and will receive 
training.
